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The Information Disclosure Submission filed on 3 September 2002 and 
which is considered, in part, a response to the prior office action, is not fully 
responsive because a long list of references have been submitted without 
applicants having highlighted those documents which have been specifically 
brought to applicant's attention and/or are known to be of most significance. See 
Penn Yan Boats, Inc. v. Sea Lark Boats, Inc., 359 F. Supp. 948, 175 USPQ 260
